In response to the applicant argument that "...Brobst et al. neither teaches nor suggests such novel aspects of varying the shape of the 

reflector " (see page 2, 3 rd paragraph), the Examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant wherein Brobst et al. teaches a shape 

controlling system (260) for controlling the shape of reflector (see figs. 6-7; col. 5, line 5-60). 



In reponse to the applicant argument that "...combining the references as contented in the Office Action would render the system of 
Brobst et. unsatisfactory as a dynamic focusing apparatus which increases the field of depth by encompassing different focal points..." 
(see page 3 t 2 nd paragraph), the Examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant wherein the beam expander of Brobst et al. is 
rotated/oscillated for generating the scan beams that sweeps the entire barcode label whereas the focal points are determined by the 
piezoelectric reflector, and Tawara teaches the simple way to provide scanning beam using the cynlindrical mirror/lens for illuminating 
barcode to be read. Therefore, such combining of reference would be satisfactory to provide an simple and inexpansive reader for 
reading the barcode with different focal points. 
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
